that this is what we effec¬ 
tively have now and is 
failing the town.” 

Will Austin, Haverhill 
town clerk, was loudly 
applauded after saying 
that Cllr McGregor’s plans 
would do nothing to 
resolve the problem of 
cars illegally entering the 
street and parking on the 
pavements, which was 
holding back the town 
centre’s development. He 
pointed out that 70 per 
cent of the 750 people who 
answered a survey last 
year wanted the street 
closed to traffic between 
10am and 4pm. 

He said: “You need to be 
a leader on this issue, so 
that our town can grow 
and prosper, without peo¬ 
ple having to make a mass 
exodus to Cambridge or 
Bury for shopping. We 
believe pedestrianisation 
will increase footfall. 
What is wrong with a 
staffed gate? You might 
even get the town council 
find some funding for it.” 

Iain Johnson said: 
“Since the Chamber of 
Commerce first raised 
pedestrianisation in 1974 
we said there needed to be 
rear servicing and noth¬ 
ing has changed since 
then. We have had a lot of 
tinpot schemes for the 
High Street and a lot of 
police time has been 
spent, but we are no fur¬ 
ther forward.”

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Him the lights back 
on, plead residents 
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FRIGHTENED women who fear for 
their safety are urging a council to turn 
some street lights back on in the early 
hours. 

Since Suffolk County Council installed 
a new 'intelligent’ lighting system in 
2011, most of the street lights in 
residential areas of Haverhill are turned 
off from midnight until 6am. 

Numerous complaints have been made 
by residents who fear for their safety and 
feel they are vulnerable to crime, when 
homes are plunged into complete 
darkness. Some lights have been turned 
back on at the request of the police. 

At Monday night’s police priority 
setting meeting, several impassioned 
pleas were made for at least one street 
light to be switched back on in dark 
areas. 

Town councillor Clive Turner said he 
was upset that Cllr Guy McGregor of 
Suffolk County Council had left the 
meeting before he could raise the case of 
a nurse from Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
who is too fearful to be dropped off by 
taxi near her home off Chimswell Way, 
Haverhill, in the early hours. 

He said: “She finishes her shift at 2am 
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and rather than walk the 200 yards from 
where the taxi drops her to her home, 
she sleeps on a couch because she is so 
frightened of what could happen in that 
100 yards. 

“She has been suffering from anti- 
scocial behaviour in the pitch dark, not 
for months but more like years.” 

Sue Jenner, who works for the prison 
service, said she was concerned for her 
own safety and that of her children when 
returning to her home in Castle Walk, 
Haverhill. 

She said: “I have had my car vandalised 
four times and there is absolutely 
nothing the police can do about it. 

“I was told to get a camera, but it would 
have cost me £2,000 to 3,000. It makes no 


sense, we don’t have the police we need, 
yet the lights get turned off. 

“I have to come home at 11.30pm and it 
is black out there, you cannot see a 
thing. 

“If it is about funding, I would rather 
give up other things and have a light on... 
it is common sense to turn the lights 
back on and keep us safe.” 

Jacqueline Stewart said: “My house 
was broken into at 3am. I spoke to the 
police about getting a light put on and 
they said there was nothing they could 
do about it. 

“We are trying to move on, but it is 
ruining our lives. 

“Even just one light switched back on 
would help.” 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, Haverhill’s 
police sector commander, has previously 
said the lack of lighting on residential 
estates in the town was affecting his 
officers’ ability to 
catch criminals.

A COMPUTER museum has 
finally moved to a new home 
after a two-year search for the 
right premises. 

The Centre for Computing 
History, which started in 
Haverhill, will provide 
Cambridge - where so many 
ground-breaking technological 
discoveries and inventions 
have been made - with a 
dedicated computer museum. 


Located just off Coldhams 
Lane, the building will 
provide storage as well as 
display areas. 

Although there is still a 
considerable amount of 
fundraising needed and lot of 
hard work ahead to transform 
the exhibition space, the lease 
has been signed and the team 
behind the initiative is 
delighted. 


A new fundraising campaign 
was also launched to get the 
£128,000 needed to bring the 
building up to sufficient 
standard to open its doors to 
the public, hopefully in time 
for the schools’ summer 
holidays. 

Dr Hermann Hauser said: 
“We all recognise that 
computers have transformed 
the world we live in. 


“To enable coming 
generations to understand how 
it has all happened there has 
never been a more appropriate 
moment for a museum of this 
nature here in Cambridge. 

“The city is at the heart of the 
UK’s, if not Europe’s, leading 
technology cluster. 

“As such it has played - and 
continues to play - a vital role 
in the history of computing.”

Man raped girl ‘up to 
40 times’ court told 


A FORMER St John Ambulance 
Superintendent has been accused of 
raping a schoolgirl on as many as 40 
occasions. 

Anthony Larrant, 51, is alleged to have 
attacked the teenager on a regular basis 
over a three-year period, Ipswich Crown 
Court was told. 

Larrant, of Eastern Avenue, Haverhill, 
is also accused of sexually abusing the 
girl, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, indecently at an address in the 
town. 

The allegations came to light when the 
girl spoke to a school friend about self- 
harming problems she was experiencing 
and said she was trying to make herself 
less attractive to Larrant. 

Lori Tucker, prosecuting, said when 
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speaking about Larrant to her friend, 
the girl had referred to him as ‘Suspect 
A’. 

Ms Tucker told the jury that following 
his arrest, Larrant had denied that any 
of the alleged offences ever took place. 

He has pleaded not guilty to six charges 
of rape, three of oral rape, two of assault 
by penetration and one of sexual assault. 

Eight of the rape offences took place at 
a house in Haverhill and one in a lane in 
the town, Ms Tucker said. 

Members of the jury watched a 
90-minute DVD recording of a police 
interview with the girl in which she 
detailed her allegations against Larrant. 


The girl said that on some occasions 
when she was raped by Larrant, he had 
not used a condom. At times he became 
angry, grabbed her by the hair and 
pinned her down by the wrist. 

The girl claimed that Larrant had 
warned her that if she told anyone 
about what he had done, he would have 
her sectioned as being mentally 
unstable. 

While Larrant faced nine charges of 
rape, it was alleged that he had raped 
the girl on between 30 and 40 occasions 
on an increasingly regular basis, Ms 
Tucker told the jury. 

The trial continues.

TRAGIC: Five-year- 
old Lara Lewis, 
who died with her 
grandfather Brian 
O’Dwyer on a 
Portugese holiday 



Grandad drowns 
trying to save tot 


A BRAVE grandfather drowned 
as he tried in vain to save his 
5-year-old granddaughter, an 
inquest heard. 

Brian O’Dwyer, 66, of Mill Hill, 
Weston Colville, ran into strong 
waves after little Lara Lewis ran 
into the water off a Portuguese 
beach. 

Mr O’Dwyer’s wife, Jill, and 
their four-year-old grandson 
watched in horror as both were 
taken by perilous waters. 

In a statement read out at their 
inquests at North London 
Coroner’s Court on Tuesday, Mrs 
O’Dwyer said: “At a certain stage, 
my granddaughter ran towards 
the water. The sea was rough and 
my granddaughter was taken by 
the water. 

“My husband attempted to 
rescue her but was unable to and 
as a result got into difficulties 
himself. 

“I tried to enter the water but 
was forced back by a wave. 

“I looked around for help and 
waved frantically but I don’t 
remember anything after that as 
I must have fainted.” 

Mr O’Dwyer, described in 
court as a chief executive for 
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agriculture, and his grand¬ 
daughter were caught in the 
rough sea of Praia do Salgados 
beach, in western Portugal, on 
August 21 last year. 

Fisherman Antonio Ribelo 
raised the alarm after finding 
the couple’s grandson wandering 
on the beach. 

He said: “I noticed a little boy 
crying for his mother. I took the 
boy towards the south to see if 
we could see anyone.” 

While searching for the boy’s 
parents, Mr Ribelo noticed Mrs 
O’Dwyer on the shore. 

He said: “Further south there 
was a person lying in the sand 
and I ran towards that person. 

“Something was not right, and 
then I noticed a body floating in 
the sea. Then I saw another body, 
which looked like that of a child, 
where the waves were breaking.” 

Mr Ribelo rushed to pull Lara 
from the sea and a fellow 
fisherman dragged Mr O’Dwyer 
on to the sand. 

He said Mr O’Dwyer showed no 


signs of life and he focused his 
revival efforts on the girl until 
paramedics arrived. 

The inquest heard red flags 
were flying on the beach on the 
day of the incident. 

The O’Dwyers and their 
grandchildren were around 400 
metres outside the cordoned off 
safe swimming area when Lara 
ran unexpectedly towards the 
sea, at about 1.30pm. 

Portuguese investigator 
Manuel Jorge Mesquita da 
Fonseca said: “We found the 
bodies on the beach which had 
been retrieved from the sea with 
no signs of life. 

“Even those rescitating using 
advancedlife supporttechniques 
for 45 minutes got no response.” 

Both were pronounced dead at 
2.47pm. 

Mrs O’Dwyer, who was treated 
for shock, initially believed her 
grandson had also been swept 
into the sea when she collapsed 
and fainted. 

Coroner Andrew Walker 
recorded a verdict that Lara, of 
Lower Clapton, east London, and 
Mr O’Dwyer, both died 
accidentally from drowning. 


Plans unveiled for new care home 


PLANS for a new care home for 
the elderly will be unveiled at a 
public exhibition this week. 

Care UK, the company which 
has taken over 10 care homes 
and 10 well-being centres from 
Suffolk County Council, has 
pledge to spend £60 million 
replacing them, including the 
existing 35-bed Place Court 
home in Camps Road, Haverhill. 

The company plans to build a 
new 60-bed residential home 
and a well-being centre for day 
care services on the former 
Chalkstone Middle School site 
off Millfields Way. 

Last year more than 4,000 


people signed a petition 
organised by Haverhill Town 
Council to save Place Court from 
closure. 

A public exhibition will be held 
at Haverhill Library in Camps 
Road from 2pm to 6.15pm today. 

The company says concerns 
raised will be addressed before 
planning consent is sought. 

Chris Hopkinson, regional 
operations director, Care UK, 
said: “We know some people in 
Haverhill have been concerned 
about the future care and 
services for older people in the 
town so we are very pleased to 
be able to present our plans. 


“The new care home and 
wellbeing centre will provide 
additional levels of nursing and 
specialist care compared to what 
Place Court currently provides.” 

Cllr xxxxxx Noble, cabinet 
member for health and adult 
care at Suffolk County Council 
said: “I would urge everyone to 
go along and look at the plans 
and give their views to make 
sure the best possible facilities 
are delivered for Haverhill.” 

Work is due to start on the new 
home in September, with it 
planned to open in September 
2014. Place Court will then 
close.

Scouts and Guides launch 
£130K appeal for new HQ 


SCOUTS and Guides have 
launched a £130,000 fundraising 
campaign to replace their worn- 
out buildings. 

The Haverhill Scout and Guide 
Association’s buildings in Colne 
Valley Road are in a sorry state, 
with youngsters banned from 
running in one hut, damp affecting 
a second portable building and the 
Guides, Brownies and Rainbows 
meeting elsewhere. 

Several bids have been made for 
Lottery funding, but have all been 
unsuccessful, despite the fact that 
the group keeps hundreds of 
youngsters occupied and has done 
for more than 20 years. 

The association is raising the 
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funds to replace and install toilets 
in one building first, it will then 
move on to the second and phase 
three will involve replacing the 
kitchen and toilet block which will 
be connected to the huts for the 
first time. 

Parent volunteer Claire Sutton 
said: “It will just be so much better. 

“The Beavers are restricted with 
their activities inside which isn’t so 
bad in the summer but in winter, 
they have to be contained a little 
bit more. So once they get a proper 
building they will be able to go 


back to doing all the things Beavers 
should be doing.” 

The plan is for all the groups in 
the association, which also 
includes Cubs, Scouts, Sea Scouts 
and Explorers, to hold their 
meetings at the revamped Colne 
Valley Road site. 

The association hopes the 
buildings could be used by the 
community when they are not 
occupied by the youth groups. 

They already have about £30,000 
available for the project and they 
are kicking off their fundraising 
efforts with an Easter egg hunt on 
Saturday, March 23.

THE Police Commissioner has 
been urged to stop Haverhill’s 
police inspector being taken 
away for control room duties. 

Suffolk’s commissioner Tim 
Passmore attended Monday 
night’s stormy police priority 
setting meeting in Haverhill, 
where he said he would respond 
to concerns raised by members 
of the public that they wanted to 
see more police officers in the 
town. 

Mr Passmore said: “It seems to 
me that you have suffered from 
not enough members of the 
constabulary on the ground. 

“We need to make sure your 
police force has enough men in 
future to do the job. I will take 
this up with the Chief Constable. 

“The number of officers taken 
to police the nightime economy 
in Suffolk is enormous. Ipswich 
takes five times as much policing 
on a Saturday night as it does for 
the rest of the week put together. 

“I’m in discussions with the 
Chief Constable to increase by

250 more Specials, as well as 
more PCSOs. I am determined to 
make sure you get extra officers 
in Haverhill, so that there is 
spare capacity.” 

Margaret Marks challenged 
him at the meeting and has 
since written him a letter on the 
issue. 

She said: “You say you are 
going to get us more police, but 
you are taking Peter away from 
us for six weeks.” 

Inspector Peter Ferrie 
confirmed that said he had to 
work in control at Ipswich 
because he was one of only two 
fire armed trained officers in the 
county able to file the role. He 
was due to return to Haverhill on 
April 12. 

In her letter Mrs Marks said: 
“Inspector Ferrie commands 
enormous respect in the 
community and is both 
approachable and effective. 


“It is a long time since we have 
had the level of effective policing 
and confidence that currently 
exists and there is great concern 
that this will be eroded. 

“That is not to say that the 
remaining police are ineffective 
- far from it - we have an 
excellent team here in the town 
but we always seem to be 
running short on manpower and 
taking away our lead officer is 
really unacceptable. 

“It does beg the question why 
you are so short of officers with 
the relevant capability? 

“I also understood that you had 
collaborative working with other 
counties - was there really no 
other way of covering this 
shortfall without compromising 
the fourth largest town in 
Suffolk? 

“Six weeks is a long time and I 
would ask please that you 
consider spreading this load in a 
different way so that we can have 
our Inspector back in post as a 
matter of urgency.” 


Drivers urged to belt up for seatbelt campaign 


POLICE in Suffolk are reminding 
drivers and passengers to belt 
up, as officers take part in a 
week-long enforcement 
campaign. 

Checks will be held until 
Sunday, aiming to raise 
awareness of how many injuries 
and deaths can be prevented by 
wearing seatbelts. 

Drivers and passengers found 


not wearing seatbelts will be 
issued fixed penalty notices of 
£60. 

Chief Inspector Chris Spinks 
said:“Nowadays the majority of 
vehicles have seatbelts fitted and 
the value of wearing them is 
obvious. 

“But some people still leave 
their seatbelt unfastened or 
don’t ensure that their children 


are secured in the back seat. 

“We want to remind people 
that by not wearing your belt, or 
not ensuring others in the 
vehicle are, you are putting 
your own and others’ lives at 
risk. 

In Suffolk in 2012, 10 people 
who were seriously injured in 
road traffic collisions were not 
wearing a seatbelt.

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The kick that changed my life 



Martin nearly died when a kick from a horse 
caved his skull into his brain. Four years on, he’s 
not only an elite marathon runner - he says he’s a 
much better man, too. Interview by ALICE RYAN.

B EING wheeled into theatre, his 
skull smashed in and his face a 
bruised and bloodied mess, 

Martin Gear feared he might not come 
out alive. Kicked twice in the head by a 
horse, he was facing life-threatening 
brain surgery. 

“When a doctor says to you ‘We’ve got 
to operate - but there’s a chance you 
won’t come out alive’, it is a wake-up 
call,” says Martin, with a wry smile. 

“The worst thing was saying goodbye 
to my wife Nicole. She was crying so 
hard she couldn’t even speak. And all I 
could think was ‘Why is this happening 
now? When I’m doing something good 
for the first time in my life?’...” 

Martin’s head injury took place just 
two weeks before he was due to run the 
2009 London Marathon. He’d been in 
training for months and was using the 
race as a goal - a target for turning his 
life around. 

“I’d never made anything of myself,” 
explains the 30-year-old, who lives in 
Newmarket. “I didn’t want to know at 
school: I didn’t do my academic work, I 
didn’t even play sport. I just drifted, 
really. 

“Living in Newmarket, and having 
been brought up with horses, I naturally 
went into horse racing when I left school. 
I was a typical stable lad: my weekends 
were spent boozing and I gambled too - 
I’d gamble almost all my wages. 

“It’s embarrassing to say this, but 
things really came to a head when I 
gambled - and lost - our holiday money. 
We were going to Egypt the next day and 
I took £900 down to town to change it 
up. But I ended up going into the bookies 
instead. I’d lost the lot in an hour. 

“I came home, told Nicole and she went 
mad. I broke down in tears: I knew I had 
a problem. And I knew I had to change. 

“I decided the first thing to do was get 
fit. So I joined Newmarket Joggers and 
started running. I can still remember 


coming in and saying to Nicole ‘Wow! 

I’ve run a mile...’, which seems really 
funny now. 

“I realised I liked running and I was 
also quite good at it: it gave me a focus.” 

The day after competing in his first 
half-marathon - which he completed in 
a very respectable one hour and 22 
minutes - Martin was going about his 
usual business at work when he spotted 
a loose tail string on a horse’s rug. 

“I was sweeping outside his door when 
I saw it. It was a horse I knew well, so I 
didn’t think anything of it: he was 
eating, I went in, I stood beside him and 
moved to sort out the tail string. 

“That was it: bang, bang. He kicked me 
twice, right in the forehead. All I can 
remember is lying on the floor of the 
stable screaming, then saying to the 
ambulance men ‘but I’m supposed to be 
running the marathon in two weeks’...” 

Rushed to Addenbrooke’s, Martin’s 
wounds were bathed and stitched and, at 
first, it appeared the damage was pretty 
superficial. But scans revealed his 
forehead had split in two and caved 
inwards - leaving both bone fragments 
and air pockets in his brain. 

“As I was breathing, the skin on my 
forehead was going in and out,” recalls 
Martin. “It was after the scan they told 
us an operation was the only option.” 

Undergoing seven-and-a-half hours of 
surgery, Martin’s forehead was cut away, 
the bone fragments and air removed, 
and his forehead reassembled using a 
series of nuts and bolts. His nose was 
also reconstructed and packed with 
wadding. 

“When I came out I looked a real sight: 

I had all this stuff in my nose, a tube 
coming out of the top of my head... And 
they’d had to peel back my skin, cutting 
from temple to temple along my hairline. 
So I had all these stitches.”

the op, Martin explains he was so frail 
after the surgery he couldn’t walk, dress 
or bathe unaided - and even needed 
help to eat. 

“The nerves in my brain got disturbed 
when they did the surgery, and it takes 
time for everything to settle down. I 
couldn’t even get a spoonful of custard 
to my mouth to start with; I just 
couldn’t make my hand and arm move 
properly. 

“But I knew, even then, that I was one 
of the lucky ones. There was a lad in the 
opposite bed who’d literally lost half his 
head in a car crash. It took him 10 
minutes just to lean forward and touch 
a piece of fruit. But every morning he’d 
slowly move his hand to his mouth and 
pull the corners into a smile for me.” 

Being super-fit when he went into 
surgery meant Martin made a 
remarkably quick recovery: within 12 
days, he was at home. In a matter of 
weeks, he was back at work. 

“The accident happened in the March 
and we were getting married in the 
August,” he adds. “I stood up at the 
wedding and said 'Thank you all for 
being here... because I nearly wasn’t’.” 

Martin credits Nicole with ‘getting me 
through’. “She’s an amazing lady. We 
met when I was Dl-ing at a club in 
town. She came up to request a song. I 
said ‘Write it down and, while you’re at 
it, write down your number too’. Three 
years later we were married; we’ve been 
together seven now. She’s seen me 
through it all.” 

Martin says he emerged from the 
brain injury a changed man. “I had a 
bit of a temper before: I was an angry 
person. I couldn’t have sat here like this 
and just chatted. I couldn’t care less 
about anything, to be quite honest. 

“Going through all that made me 
appreciate my life; appreciate every 
day.” 

Deciding he couldn’t stay a stable lad 
forever, Martin changed careers - and 
landed his dream job as a Newmarket 
heathman. Tending a large section of 
the town’s famous heathland, doing 
everything from grass mowing to 
mending fences, he says it’s ‘a job I 
genuinely enjoy: a job for life’. 

And Martin hadn’t given up on his 
ambition to run the London Marathon: 
if anything, he was more determined 
than ever. 

“I started training again in the 
lanuary of 2010, but I got an awful 
stomach ache... It turned out to be 
appendicitis.” 

Another emergency operation 
followed - the appendix had been on 


the verge of rupture - but still Martin 
remained undeterred. 

Running in aid of Racing Welfare, the 
charity which had offered him support 
in the wake of the accident, Martin 
finally made it round the London 
Marathon course in the April of 2010, 
little over a year after brain surgery. “I 
cried when I crossed that finish line. It 
felt like such an achievement.” 

And Martin wasn’t stopping there. He 
ran two marathons in 2011 - London 
and Disney Florida - and another, 
Brighton, last year. “I realised I was 
getting quite good, and I knew if I could 
run Brighton in under three hours and 
15 minutes, I’d automatically get a place 
as an elite runner for this year’s London 
Marathon. 

“I did it in two hours and 53 minutes, 
coming 28th out of 14,000. That was 
such a buzz.” 

Setting himself a target of two hours 
45 minutes for this year’s London 
Marathon, which takes place in April, 
Martin is part-way through a hardcore 
training schedule: “Between mid- 
December and yesterday, March 1, I’d 
clocked up 550 training miles - and I’ll 
be doing another 300 before the race. 

“That’s the beauty of running: you 
know if you work really hard, give it 
everything, you’ll get the results.” 

To date, Martin has raised an 
incredible £6,500 in sponsorship, 
supporting a whole range of charities, 
including Macmillan, Marie Curie, 
Great Ormond Street and Children 
With Cancer. This year he’s raising cash 
for St Nicholas’ Hospice in Bury. 

Recently winning the Future 
Champion of Newmarket award, in 
recognition of his fundraising efforts, 
Martin is both well-known and well- 
respected in the town. 

“When I look back, I am proud of how 
far I’ve come. I’ve got a great wife, a 
great job, a sport I love... I’ve got a great 
life. 

“I see kids hanging about on the street 
sometimes and think ‘I wish I could tell 
you what I know: life’s too short to 
waste, so knuckle down and make 
something of yourself’. 

“But I’m living proof that it’s never too 
late to make a change. 

“I’ve had a lot of help along the way, 
but I had to want to do it: you can’t help 
people who won’t help themselves. 

“I’ve been through a lot - but I’m 
stronger for it. I genuinely think it’s 
made me a better man.”

Cllr Graham Newman, Suffolk 
County Council’s cabinet member 
for education and young people, 
has pledged the authority’s support 
to help schools and parents make 
sure Suffolk doesn’t miss out.

LIFESAVING defibrillators and 
training to use them is being 
given to staff at the household 
waste recycling centres across 
Suffolk. 

The scheme covers 11 sites, 
including one in Haverhill, 
which had a total of one million 
visitors last year. 

It is part of a ground-breaking 
partnership between FCC 
Environment - the company 
which manages the sites - 
Suffolk County Council and the 
East of England Ambulance 
Service. 

Each of the sites are provided 
with lifesaving automatic 
defibrillators to treat people who 
suffer a cardiac arrest, after 
which the chance of survival 
decreases by 23 per cent per 
minute. 

The UK Resuscitation Council 
suggests a defibrillator should 
be available wherever medical 
treatment is more than five 
minutes away. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, cabinet 
member for environment and 
property management at Suffolk 
County Council, said: “I am 
really pleased that we have been 


able to provide the household 
waste recycling centres with 
these lifesaving devices and the 
training for the staff to be able to 
use them safely. 

“Our sites are very safe but, 
with the numbers of people 
using the service, we feel that it 
is important to provide the best 
care we can for our customers.” 

Jason Gillingham of the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
said: “Being able to quickly get a 
lifesaving defibrillator to a 


person who suffers a cardiac 
arrest along with someone 
trained to use it and carry out 
some basic resuscitation is key to 
being able to help restart a 
patient’s heart. 

“We are pleased to be able to 
work with Suffolk County 
Council and FCC Environment 
on this project, as increasing the 
number of defibrillators in 
public places will help improve 
cardiac arrest survival rates 
across the region.”

Who is the amorous stranger, Titus, who 
materialises in young Grace's bedroom? Can 
she believe he is who he says he is? 

For her parents, Franklin and Martha, does 
love everlasting still hold true if death is 
postponed indefinitely? 

Can lawyer, Lorraine, who prides herself 
on her infallibility, have finally discovered 
the ideal partner, one who is also never 
wrong? 

And will lonely secretary Sylvia, after 
unhappy affairs with everyone from deep 
sea divers and space shuttle pilots, ever find 
her Mr Right? 

All these questions will be answered in 
a play "about love stories that are yet to 
happen in a future full of surprises". 

Sir Alan Ayckbourn CBE has written and 
produced more than 70 full-length plays, 
including such legendary hits as Relatively 
Speaking, Absurd Person Singular, The

The Guide caught up with the 73-year-old 
to find out more about his latest acclaimed 
success. 

He said: "I've described it as a play with 
its head in the future, but with its heart in 
the past. 

"Surprises is essentially several love 
stories but love stories that have a spin on 
them. 

"It's science-fiction but used as an allegory 
- as most good sci-fi is - to reflect what's 
happening today and the issues I've picked 
up on recently. 


"To put it in a nutshell, it's about what 
might happen with longevity. 

"I've been reading a lot of articles recently 
about the strain the increasing elderly 
population is going to put on the National 
Health Service. 

"The chances of people living longer 
and longer as the centuries go by are 
increasingly plausible and certainly quite 
interesting dramatically. 

"Most of you can already be replaced - 
although I think the brain will be the last 
thing it will be possible to replace - but 
practically everything else is fast becoming 
a spare part! 

"I have a character in the play who's 120 
years old and say 'I've just seen my doctor 
for a check-up and he says if I take good 
care of myself, I probably have another 
good 60 years.' 

"He's already retired twice, had several 
lifetimes and doesn't know what to do 
next. 

"If we're not able to plan our lives for 
the long term, we are going to be in that 
situation, which will pose some interesting 
problems. 

"The play also asks what happens to 
relationships when this longevity happens. 
Most relationships - never mind marriages - 
are based on a life expectancy of three score 
years and 10. 

"So what happens when both of you live 
to twice that age? Can you sustain that 
relationship?"

Wisdom of Walkden

G ROWING veg on your patio 
couldn’t be easier - you can 
control the soil type, the 
situation and the watering, often 
providing shelter near the house when 
it’s needed. 

Yet some gardeners are put off by 
the idea of unsightly veg taking up 
valuable flower space in pots on the 
patio. 

But they shouldn't worry, says TV 
and radio gardening expert Christine 
Walkden. 

Walkden may be the wrong person to 
ask about pretty veg because she finds 
all veg plants beautiful, she admits. 

"I see beauty in a cabbage! A 
beautiful dense cabbage head 
in a classic terracotta pot is just 
as attractive as the non-edible 
ornamental sorts.'' 

Some of her patio planting ideas are 


featured in her new book, Christine 
Walkden's No-nonsense Container 
Gardening. 

In it, she features fabulously 
ornamental purple kale in brightly 
coloured plastic trugs, lime-green 
lettuce in a bubblegum pink metal 
bucket, leafy veg in wooden crates and 
a hanging basket made out of an old 
metal colander. 

There are colourful flowers in old 
food tins and shopping baskets, a rock 
garden planted inside a vintage pram 
and other quirky ideas. 


But veg also win a place in the looks 
department, she says. 

"Kale is a hardy brassica that you can 
go on picking right through winter and 
it looks great in containers. Striking red 
stems and leaf veins make beetroot 
plants attractive enough to grow in 
among flowers.'' 

For those who love colour, you can't 
go far wrong with beans, she says. 

"Runner beans are ideal because 
you've got all the different flowers, the 
whites, the bi-colours and the pinks. 

"Black Tuscany kale is great to grow 


to add interest in the winter, and ferny¬ 
leaved and coloured-leaved lettuces 
are also great. 

"Now, we have so much diversity 
in leaf shape in salads, from the 
spoon-shapes of lamb's ears to the 
really frizzy stuff that's available. It's 
breathtaking." 

Lettuce can be grown in any pot, 
but where it really scores is in shallow, 
saucer-shaped troughs, where other 
veg would need deeper soil to survive. 

Walkden grows lettuces all year 
round in seed trays, because that's all 
the soil which is required, she says. 

"As long as you've got 2in of soil, you 
can grow cut-and-come-again salad 
leaves. A lot of gardeners hate shallow 
containers because they dry out so 
quickly, but lettuce will cope with the 
occasional drought. They will tolerate 
the heat generated in the container 
and the root run." 

To make a window box containing 
edibles look pretty, plant lettuces, 
radishes (place them behind because 
they have pretty foliage), spring onions 
or chives, and small beetroot such 
as 'Boltardi', with its spectacular red 
foliage, she suggests. 

Climbing beans have long been 
grown around wigwams but you can 
grow dwarf varieties in regular plant 
pots. 

"There are a lot of good varieties 
now that you can grow in window 


boxes and containers," says Walkden, 
who will be mentor to the winning 
amateur designer of a BBC and RHS 
competition to create The One Show 
family garden at Hampton Court 
Palace Flower Show in July. 

"Mix veg in with your flowers as 
well," she suggests. 

"The ferny leaves of carrots make 
a fantastic edging to a container. We 
tend to categorise things, but at the 
end of the day, they are all just plants." 

Walkden believes that great plant 
companions are those which contrast 
well. 

"I go for things like chives, with 
vertical growth, contrasting well with 
the dark reds of kales and beetroot. 

"Daisy-like flowers including 
osteospermums, argyranthemums, 
coreopsis and calendulas all contrast 
well with veg." 

Nasturtiums, in shades of orange, 
yellow and red, are often grown as a 
sacrificial crop to lure blackfly away 
from more precious plants, but the 
flowers make a colourful, faintly spicy 
addition to salads and look wonderful 
draping over the edge of containers in 
front of taller plants. 

Follow her advice and soon enough 
you could have patio plants which not 
only look good but taste good too.
